Assertine^  that  the  time  has  come  for 
the  people  of  Oklahoma  to  fight  to 
rid  themselves  of  the  so-called  trusts, 
which  they  assert  control  the  output 
of  srain  and  <  attle  of  Oklahoma  and 
make  practically  their  own  price,  an 
experimental  co<»perative  company, 
known  as  the  Grain  and  Stock  Grow- 
ers asM elation,  has  been  .organized 
by  a  branch  of  the  Farmers'  union  in 
Oklahoma.  The  headquarters  for  the 
new  association  will  be  at  Enid,  and 
J.  Y.  Callahan,  formerly  Oklahoma's 
territorial  delegate  to  congress,  has 
l>een  elected  to  liea^  the  organization. 
The  new  enterprise  will  have  the  di- 
rect backing  of  the  Farmers'  union. 

In  opposition  to  the  packers,  the 
association  will,  it  is  stated,  erect  a 
packing  plant.  To  finance  the  plant 
the  association  will  accumulate  a 
fund  of  about  1500.000.  Shares  in  It 
will  be  sold  at  $1  each,  and  no  person 
may  own  more  than  one  siiare. 

In  the  handling  of  OklahoniH  grain 
the  association  proposes  Jo  build  a  co- 
operative elevator  at  every  grain 
shipping  station  in  the  state  and  to 
sell  its  jrrain  for  export.

Disappointed,  but    Not  Discouraged, 
Over  Fruitless  Trip  to  Cleveland. 

Sharon,  Pa.,  March  22.— Weary  and 
worn  and  showing  in  his  face  the  ter- 
rible strain  under  which  he  has  been 
for  the  last  three  days,  J.  P.  Whitla, 
father  of  Willie  Whitla,  the  kidnaped 
boy.  returned  from  a  fruitless  trip  to 
Ch  velaml.  where  he  expected  to  find 
a  frai  of  his  missing  son.  Upon  what 
information  the  hope  was  based  was 
not  given  out,  but  the  conference  was 
held  at  Mr.  Whitla's  ofTice,  after 
which  -Mr.  Whitla.  Gilbert  H.  Perkins, 
head  of  a  detective  agency  In  IMtts- 
burp,  and  B.  F.  Ward  of  a  Philadel- 
phia detective  agency,  left  Sharon 
without  making  their  destination 
known.

Hoise  Begins  Serious  Work

Washington,  March  22. — "fhe  house 
of  representatives  this  week  begins 
the  serious  conalderatioB  of  the  busi- 
ness for  which  the  session  of  con- 
gress was  called,  the  revision  of  the 
tariff. 

The  Payne  bill,  wMch  has  only 
t>eea  read  In  the  hoaee,  will  today  be 
laid  hetore  that  hedy  for  discosaion, 
and  Chainnaa  Payne  «f  the  eonaiit- 
tee  on  ways  and  means  wfll  maka  the 
tirst  argmnent  In  support  of  tt.  This 
will  be  the  b^^ning  oC  the  general 
debate  the  bill,  and  it  la  expected 
thia  order  will  proceed  for  several 
Jays.  Mr.  Clark,  the  minority  leader, 
will  toUow  Mr.  Pagraa  with  the  first 
speech  la  opposltioa,  and  these  two 
representative  members  will  in  tnrk 
be  followed  by  other  ukeoibers  of 
their  rei^eetive  parties  until  all  who 
M  desire  shall  have  spoken. 

So  far  Messrs.  Underwood.  Criggs 
ind  Ransdell  of  the  Democratic  side 
Iiave  given  notice  that  they  desire  to 
t>e  beard,  but  no  such  notice  has  been 
received  from  any  Republican  mem- 
ber except  Mr.  Payne.  Mr.  Dalzell 
has  frequently  stated  that  he  woul^ 
not  make  a  set  speech  on  toe  bill. 

It  Ih  not  expected  that  the  general 
discussion  of  the  measure  will  be  pro- 
longed, and  on  this  account  Mr. 
Payn*  thinks  it  will  lie  unnecessary 
to  brlnp  in  a  rule  for  Its  limitation. 
Anrarently  lie  is  not  so  hopeful  re- 
garding the  consideration  of  the  bill 
for  anttiudmonts.  When  this  order  is 
reached  the  provisions  will  be  dis- 
russert  in  speeches  of  not  more  than 
five  mijuites'  duration,  bat  there  will 
he  so  many  sussestions  that  unless  a 
limit  is  fixed  the  d<'bate  ceuld  be  ex- 
!env1ed  indefinitely.  So  far  nothinR 
■las  b"en  said  as  to  the  program  for 
this  limitation,  but  it  is  eonsidt-red  In- 
evitable. 

It  1b  the  Intention  of  the  Demoerats 
to  offer  inninuerable  amendments,  and 
It  is  imderstood  that  many  I{ei)ubli- 
cans  w!il  also  suK.'Jest  eliaiiKes.  In 
•ill  proi»ability.  therefore,  after  the 
five-minute  spcM'ch.'s  sliall  have  con- 
tinnod  for  a  reasonal)le  len.c;th  of 
tmie,  an  order  will  be  introduced  fix- 
ing a  time  for  the  final  vote.  It  is 
not  believed.  how<'\er.  that  the  voting 
sta^d  will  be  reached  within  less  time 
than  tv.o  weelts  hence. 

The  senate  will  proliably  consider 
and  pass  the  census  hill  during  the 
week,  but  it  is  not  believed  the  nieas- 
'ise  will  be  discussed  at  any  length. 
The  disposition  in  the  senate  is  to 
accept  the  l)iil  as  it  pass(  d  the  house. 
That  measur''  eliminaied  the  noncom- 
petitive feature  of  the  bill,  which  was 
objectionable  to  President  Roosevelt, 
ind  which  it  is  understood  was  equal- 
ly so  to  Mr.  Taft.  and  it  is  believed 
the  senate  will  follow  the  example  of

Howard,  wlio 
took  part  In  90  games  and  who  is  now 
a  star  utility  man  on  the  Cubs,  did  the 
best  work,  but  In  compaiison  with 
Bransfield  his  best  was  not  con«id»  red 
good  enough.  In  Nealon.  the  Califor- 
nian,  who  was  secured  the  following 
season,  it  was  thought  that  the  va- 
cancy had  been  well  filled.

Victims  of  the  Seductive  Drug  Not 
'  Alone  Found    in  the  Flowery 
Kingdom — ^An  Alarming 
Caadltloa. 


While  China  is  endearOTias  to  rid 
herself  of  the  curse  of  opium,  the 
white  races  of  the  other  parts  of  the 
world  are  falling  under  Its  seductive 
■pell.  Figures  prove  this  and  those 
who  are  in  close  touch  with  the  Chi- 
nese poitulaiioDS  of  our  cities  Itnow  it 
by  observation.  The  Chinaman  smoJces 
less  opium  than  he  used  to  do  and 
the  population  of  the  Chinese  quarters 
is  dwindling  so  that  there  are  fewer 
yellow  men  to  convert  into  pungent 
smoke  the  product  of  the  poppy.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  potmds  of 
smolcing  opium  were  Imported  into 
the  United  States  last  year  and  the 
small  Chlneae  population  in  this  coun- 
try consumed  nothing  like  that 
amount.  Where  did  it  go? 

The  only  possible  answer  to  that 
qoestlOB  is  that  the  white  men  and 
wmnen  who  are  becoming  addicted 
to  this  terrible  habit  consumed  the 
drug,  and  the  realization  of  this  fact 
is  the  reason  for  this  country  combln- 
ing  with  the  coTintries  of  the  world 
to  discuss  ways  and  means  of  stamp- 
ing out  an  evil  that  threatens  dire 
consequences  to  the  nation. 

The  important  question  will  be  dis- 
cussed at  Shanghai,  cmna,  the  repre- 
sentatives from  this  country  being 
Bishop  Brent,  Dr.  Hamilton  Wright, 
an  authority  on  tropical  diseases,  and 
Dr.  C.  D.  Tennoy,  the  interpreter  of 
the  American  legation  at  Peking,  the 
Chinese  capital.

realized  at  that  time  that  the  very 
life  of  the  nation  was  being  affected 
ti.v  the  Krowin^;  pupnlarii y  of  opium. 
When  the  figures  weie  bronulit  to 
light  by  the  An'.eiicaiis  appoiiiicd  t») 
meet  tbe  foreign  delegaws  at  Shang 
hal  and  ir  was  seen  that  this  was  not 
a  yellow,  hat  a  white  peril,  the  meet- 
ing that  was  i>lanned  as  a  sort  of 
friendly  conference  assumed  very  dif- 
f<M-eiif  j)ro]iortions  andnow  some  steps 
will  lie  ;ak(>n  to  f.triU"  at  the  root  of 
the  deadly  pi)ppy  plant  and  l\e»'p  ii 
out  of  this  country  altogether,  excoi)t 
for  its  legttlaiate  use  as  »  medica- 
ment. 

The  opium  Is  smuggled  across  the 
border  from  Canada,  it  is  brought 
here  from  India  as  well  as  China,  and 
It  is  a  thriving  and  increasing  indus- 
try, desjiite  tlu-  tact  that  the  act  of 
1SS7  foil)ids  ihr  imi)ortation  of 
o[)iuin  liy  tln'  Chinese  and  forbids 
trafficking  in  opium  in  China  l)y  Amer- 
ican citizens.  One  hunfii-cd  and  fifty 
thousand  i.ounds  of  opium  iiniiortcd 
to  this  country  in  one  year  jwoves 
that  the  law  is  more  honored  in  the 
breach  than  the  observance. 

The  British  *  government,  watching 
the  Chinese  experiment  with  some 
suspicion,  but  willing  to  co-operate  in 
any  honest  effort  at  reformation,  prom- 
ised to  restrict  by  one-tenth  each  year 
for  three  years  the  amount  of  opium 
exported  from  India.  If  at  the  end  of 
that  time  It  appears  that  the  Chinese 
are  making  genuine  efforts  to  stamp 
out  the  curse  tht  n  the  F'.ritish  au- 
thorties  promise  still  further  restric- 
tions on  the  exportation.  If  these  two 
producing  nations  play  fairly  with 
each  other  and  are  sincere  in  their 
determination  to  root  out  th*^  evil, 
then  ten  years  should  be  the  limit  to 
the  time  when  the  opium  imp%will  be 
at  liberty  to  ramp^ige  around  and  de- 
stroy men  and  women.

department  ston's  are  controlled  by 
the  Jews — and  yet  they  are  not  the 
money  power  in  New  York  which  they 
are  popularly  supposed  to  be. — Wall

Columbus.  O.,  March  22.— At  the 
state  convention  of  the  Socialist  par- 
ty the  expulsion  from  the  party  of 
George  Flumerfeit  of  Fostoria,  as  or- 
dered by  the  stati'  roinniittee,  was  af- 
firmed.

.  Tbe  senators  bad  be8«;i|i  to.  .#a|r.  At- 
tention to  him  aa  aooB  as  he  talked 
about  things  they  really  understood 
and  were  interested  in.  and  now  they 
dM>uted  to  bim  to  go  on.  It  was  spread 
abroad  over  tbe  third  floor  fA  tbe 
slatebouse  tbat  some  one  was  making 
a  Mg  speech  in  the  senate,  and  rep- 
resentatives came  nibbing  over  from 
the  bouse.  Tbe  correspmidents  of  the 
Cbicsigo  newspapers  came  oyer  also 
to  see  if  the  Associated  Press  man  in 
tbe  senate  was  getting  tbe  speech 
down  fully.

ing  in  age  from  16  to  22  years.  All 
the  would  be  actresses  are  from  the 
cultivated  classes,  one,  indeed,  being 
the  daughter  of  an  official. 

The  opening  of  this  school  is  the 
latest  proof  of  the  growing  tolerance 
in  Japan  of  the  wt>stern  ideas,  espe 
cially  as  regards  the  theater.  It  was 
about  the  year  1C:5().  when  O  Kuni,  a 
singer  of  the  lower  classes,  performed 
before  the  Shogun  a  song  in  i)anfo- 
mime,  that  women  were  [i.-ohihited 
from  the  stage  and  the  tlieaters.  and 
males  look  the  iiaris  of  the  gentler- 
sex.  The  theater  became  so  immoral 
that  it  was  finally  entirely  banned. 
And  it  was  not  until  the  ajtpearance  of 
Danjuio,  aided  by  the  Italian  a<jtor, 
Martino,  that  the  educated  and  aris- 
tocratic Japanese  again  became  Inter- 
ested in  the  actor.  Once  the  ice  was 
broken,  even  notabilities  in  Japan  did 
not  close  their  doors  to  the  "profes- 
sional." 

It  was  left  for  the  merchant-actor 
editor  Kawakami  and  his  wife  to  legit- 
imatize the  appeaianc(>  of  the  female 
together  with  the  male  on  the  stage. 
Since  the  edict  of  the  Shogun  in  the 
seventeenth  century,  Sada  Yakko  was 
not  the  first  woman  to  ai)pear  on  the 
stage;  she  was,  however,  the  first  to 
appear  with  males.  To  Sada  Yakko 
and  her  husband  is  als(>  due  the  reor- 
ganization of  the  Japanese  theater, 
for  they  declared  war  on  the  old  re- 
gime and  called  for  a  free  theater,  in 
which  weie  to  be  realistically  pro- 
duced the  latest  western  productions. 

When  Kawakami  married  Sada  Yak- 
ko be  decided  to  modt'mize  his  native 
theater.  For  this  purpose  the  couj)Ie 
toured  Europe  successfully,  and  after 
a  season  in  London  embarked  for 
Japan.  There  a  large  following  of 
friends  tried  to  persuade  the  pair  to 
organize  a  company.  Sada  Yakko, 
howevel^  declared  that  she  could  not 
play  In  the  Japanese  fashion,  because 
European  ways  wwv  so  different. 
Finally  Haron  K.n.eko  persuaded  the

actress  to  try  to  please  her  country- 
men. 

Nevertheless  some  have  remained 
true  to  the  "old"  theater,  although  the 
number  is  steadily  growing  smaller, 
especially  since  the  organization  of 
the  "Teikoku-tiekljo-Kabushiki-Kai- 
sha."  or  Theater  association,  by 
Marquis  Ito  and  other  noted  person- 
ages. The  two  largest  theaters  in 
Japan,  the  Kabuki  in  Tokyo,  and  Ka- 
wakami s  house  in  Osaka,  have  been 
rebuilt  after  the  European  style. 

Although  in  the  old  native  theater 
th^  noted  actors  Baiko,  Shikwan,  Kik- 
ugaro,  and  others  continue  to  reign  in 
their  female  roles,  still  the  academical 
Japanese  of  the  new  era  will  be  sure 
soon  to  dedicate  a  stately  number  oC 
female  "stars"  and  thus  bring  tbe 
"oW-timers"  to  recognize  the  modem 
ways  and  to  applaud  their  "old-time" 
P4Uve  artists  in  modern  male  eos-

INFCLIMATION. 


J.  S.  McKinley,  of  Orient,  Ohio, 
president  of  the  Ohio  State  League  of 
Postmasters,  has  prepared  and  is- 
sued the  following  infonnation  with 
Regard  to  the  postal  service  and  how 
the  people  Uiay  help: 

When  you  address  your  letters  or 
cards  with  a  lead  pencil  see  that  the 
Address  is  plainly  written.  Most  let- 
ters lost  are  inqpn^rly  addres8e<i; 
yon  bad  better  use  a  pen  and  ink. 

When  you  address  a  letter  see  that 
you  >pell  tbe  iiame  of  tbe  town  coi - 
rectly.  Many  jiostollices  have  similar 
names.  Dt>n't  write  Cin.  for  Cinein- 
hnli,  or  Col.  for  Columbus. 

When  you  address  a  letter  or  card 
leave  room  for  the  stamp  and  'post- 
mark in  the  upper  right  hand  comer. 
P<  >^t marks  often  blur  your  address. 

Do  not  put  writin^^  in  nc\v^p:lpers 
)r  packages;  if  yoti  do  tbe  matter  be- 
comes first-class  mail  and  you  must 
pay  letter  postage — two  cents  an 
ounce,  or,  you  are  liable  to  a  fine  of 

no. 

Written  or  typewritten  letters  pLn- • 
ed  iu  unsealed  envelopes  are  subjec  t 
to  tbe  same  rate  of  postage  as  wheu 
sealed — two  cents  an  ounce. 

Po&t  cards  in  transparent  enve- 
lopes nill  go  at  the  rate  of  one  cent 
if  unsealed,  provided  there  is  nothing 
more  tba  nlbe  addiess  of  tbe  one  to 
receive  it  and  and  tbe  name  of  tlic 
sender.  Staiup  mu:>t  be  placed  on 
envelope  ai^d  not  on  card  whem  en- 
closed in  tnmsparmit  envelope. 

Post  cards  containiiiir  writit'ir  nnd 
inclosed  in  tr;iii--pan'nt  envdupc. 
whether  sealed  or  unsealed,  n.u-l 
bear  a  two-cent  stamp  and  tbe  slanip 
must  he  placed  on  the  envelope  in- 
stead of  the  card. 

Send  money  by  postoRice  money 
order,  for  if  it  is  sent  in  tbis  manner, 
if  lost  in  t!ie  mails  tbe  Post  Office  De- 
partment will  issue  you  another  order 

Send  valuable  papers  or  merchan- 
dise by  first-class  registered  mail, 
for  the  Post  Office  Department  will 
make  good  any  loss  in  t^e  mail  not 
exceeding  $2r 

Patron.^  of  postoflT'CC  can  get  better 
serviee  by  renting  a  box.  If  you  have 
a  box  the  postmaster's  work  is  light- 
died,  a«id  your  mail  is  not  handled  or 
looked  over  like  it  is  in  the  genera/ 
delivery.  The  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment makes  jrreat  '^■oiivetiieiices  for 
you,  so  do  not  hesitate  to  help  in  re- 
turn. 

When  y4ni  mail  a  letter,  or  package 
see. ^t  it  is  .snbataiitfatty  d«me  up. 
Tk3  rapid  handling  of  the  mails  some- 
times destroys  a  poor  envelope  or 
covering  of  a  |»aduige,  aad  yoor  mail 

is  tbns  l<»st. 

You  should  put  your  name  and 
postoffice  on  ^e  paekagc.  and  if  not 
delivered  it  tnh  be  returned  tb  yon, 

but  you  will  have  to  repay  the  post- 
age (unless  it  is  first-class.) 

When  you  move  to  another  post- 
ofTice  notify  tbe  postmaster  from 
our  former^  postoffice  to  forward 
your  mail  and  notify  tbe  publishers 
of  your  papers  that  you  lUtve  chang- 
ed your  postoffice. 

tjctters  from  the  pension  agency 
can  be  delivered  only  to  the  person 
o  wbom  addressed  or  to  some  mem- 
ber of  bis  or  ber  family  especially 
autborized  to  receive  the  mail. 

If  you  have  friends  visiting  yon, 
have  their  mail  sent  in  your  care. 

Use  an  ordinary  size  envelope  and 
haVe  <m  it  your  return  card;  if  it  is 
not  delivered  it  will  be  returned  to 
you,  and  not  go  to  tbe  Dead  Letter 
OQice,  as  thousands  of  letters  do. 

If  you  receive  a  letter  bv  mistake 
and  it  is  not  yours,  don't  open  it,  but 
return  it  promptly;  and  if  you  do 
open  write  on  envelope  "opened  by 
mistake,"  and  sign  your  name.

Say  That  Minority  Leader  Applied 
Gag  Rule  In  Caucus  In  Effort  to 
Bind  Members  to  Support  His  Plan 
For  Committee  to  Revise  House 
RulM— Also  Objected  to  His  Favor^ 
Kism  to  Southern  ReprvMntatives 
In  Selection  of  Committoo. 

WMbiBfton,  March  22.  —  Another 
elplanation  was  foithcominK  as  to 
the  course  pf  certain  Democrats  in  I 
opposing  Minority  Leader  Clark  last 
Monday  by  votihs  for  the  Fitzgerald 
amendments  to  the  house  rules. 

Rcprt'spntatlves  Keliher  and  Peters 
of  Boston  and  Representative  Francis 
BurCon  Harrison  of  New  York  issued 
a  statement  in  which  they  assert  that 
so  generally  has  the  action  of  the 
Democrats  who  voted  for  the  amend- 
ments been  misrepresented  and  mis- 
understood that  they  "wish  to  present 
to  those  interested  the  facto." 

The  ii*itzgerald  amendments  are  de- 
fended aa  being  rery  eCective  In  "the 
'cnitaillment  of  the  power  of  the 
flBWAlrer."  For  six  months  Represen- 
totive  Fitzgerald,  "acknowledged  as 
the  best  parliamentarian  on  the  Dem- 
ocratic side,"  had  been  preparing  the 
am^ndmenU,  it  is  stated,  but  no  op- 
portunity was  ottered  to  bring  them 
before  the  Democratic  cuneaa  for  con- 
sideration. 

"He  was  unable  to  do  so  because  of 
the  high-handed  manner  adopted  by 
a  few  Ul-adTiaed  friends  of  Mr. 
Clark." 

The  stotemettt  declares  <tat  Repre- 
•enUtiTe  Underwood  of  Alabama  took 
the  floor  of  the  caucus  to  bind  the 
members  .to  support  the  Clark  plan 
fbr  a  comnrittee  of  15  to  report  next 
December  on  amendments  of  the 
rules.  It  refused  all  an  t^portunity 
to  amend  thm  plan  In  cancva.  Refer' 
ring  to  the  flf^t  In  the  house,  the 
three  member*  aay  tliat  when  Mr. 
Clark  ottered  hit  resolution,  he  re- 
"fttsed  any  Democrat  a  chance  to 
speak. 

"And  then  h*  did  the  very  thing  we 
Democrato  hare  been  deq^«cating  and 
fighting  against  for  years — ^he  mored 
the  previous  question,"  they  state. 
~  "It  is  bad  enough  to  be  gaggod  by 
our  opponento„  but  when  the  muzzle 
was  clapped  uptm  in  by  our  friends 
we  protested,  and  successfully. 

"Then  the  Fitzgerald  amendments 
were  offered,  and  In  marked  contrast 
to  Mr.  Clark's  action.  Mr.  Fitzgerald 
allowed  free  and  full  opportunity  for 
debate  and  amendments.  In  the  de- 
bate which  followed,  lasting  nearly 
two  hours,  it  was  not  contended  that 
the  amendmento  of  Mr.  Fitzgerald 
would  not  remedy  the  abuses  com- 
plained of.  The  contention  of  a  cer- 
tain element  that  the  reforms  secured 
can  not  be  good  because  of  the  man- 
nor  In  which  tbmj  were  obtoined  is 
inanif<'stly  too' absurd  to  dignify  with 
an  answer.  The  truth  of  the  matter 
Is  that  so  enraged  was  the  old  Re- 
publican machine  at  ito  defeat  that  in 
tts  anger  it  would  have  conceded  al- 
most anything  rather  than  surrender 
to  the  Insurgents  an  inch. 

"The  Clark  resolution  is  attacked 
because  of  the  six  Democratic  nient- 
bers  proposed  by  Mr.  Clark  for  rl  p 
committee  of  15.  Not  one  came  from 
Colorado.

"No  encourasement  to  the  Democ-

Ba..  tmnor- 
row,  la  expected  to  make  a  final  de- 
clalmi  se  far  aa  the  men  are  con- 
eemed  in  the  matter  of  a  new  agree- 
ment with  the  eod  mine  operators  to 
take  the  place  of  the  present  working 
agreement,  which  expires  March  31. 

AU  sorts  of  stories  of  the  final  out- 
come of  the  negotiations  between  the 
men  and  their  employers  have  been 
circulated,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
no  one  can  do  more  than  speculate 
as  to  the  result  of  the  convention  and 
of  the  conference  with  the  operators 
which  will  be  held  after  the  Scran- 
ton meeting. 

The  mine  workers  are  not  unani- 
mous with  regard  to  what  should  be 
done,  and  therefore  the  operators  are 
more  or  less  in  the  dark  as  to  the 
conditions  that  will  jjrevail  on  \pril  1. 
The  opeialors,  it  is  known,  have  a 
plan  so  far  as  meetirig  the  demands 
alreadj^  made  known  by  the  mine 
workers  are  concerned,  but  it  is  not 
known  to  what  length  they  will  go 
In  changing  these  plans  if  the  work- 
ers coiichide  to  recede' from  some  of 
their  propositions.
